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The origination and early success of this Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgery are atti-ibutable to a great Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saunders, who first adapted the operation for 
Cataract to the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the Institutions of this class, now so general thi*oughout 
this Empire and in other countries. 



It is deemed right to draw attention to the delay in submitting 
children with Cataract to the care of the Surgeon, In 650 cases of 
that description brought to the Hospital^ the average age is estimated 
at seven yearsy although the condition of early childhood is most 
favourable for the operation.

It is with great pleasure that the Committee of 
Management present to the Governors of the Boyal 
London Ophthalmic Hospital their Annual Eeport 
for the past year, and it is a source of much satisfac- 
tion to them that they are able to congratulate their . 
supporters upon the general prosperity of the 
Hospital, and on the evidence which they have to 
offer of its extended usefulness in the past beyond 
that of any previous year since its foundation. It 
will be seen, on reference to the Eeport of the 
Medical Staff appended hereto, that the number 
of Patients relieved at the Hospital during the 
last twelve months has exceeded that of 1873 by 
1,495. It is therefore most gratifying to the Com- 
mittee, as it will be to all interested in the 
work of the Hospital, to find that the benefits 
to be derived from the arduous labours and talented 
skill of its Medical Officers are so sought after and 
appreciated by the suffering poor, that not only those 
of this great city, but, as the records of the Hospital 
testify, so many from various parts of the Kingdom, 
and even from other and distant countries, apply for 
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and receive that relief which this Hospital affords ; and 
it is to this that the Committee would desire more 
especially to call the attention of the friends of the 
Hospital and the public generally; they therefore 
earnestly appeal to the Charitable in all parts of the 
Kingdom to assist them in providing means to carry 
on the great work that the Hospital accomplishes. 
It is not without great difficulty that the funds to 
meet the expenses are obtained^ as, from the enlarge- 
ment of the building, the increased number of both 
In and Out-Patients, and the improved means that 
are adopted for their comfort and recovery, about 
£4,600 is now required. To all who have the 
means, the Committee plead for help to restore ^' the 
blind to sight," and thus to save from future misery 
so many whose failing vision causes them to look 
with hope to this Institution ; and they would urge 
upon all that it exists not only for the benefit of the 
poor, but for the good of the whole community, as, by 
the labours of the eminent Members of the Staff and 
from the scientific position of the Hospital, it enables 
the knowledge and experience gained within its doors 
to promulgate good and benefit throughout the whole 
world. 

It will be seen, by reference to the Statement 
of Beceipts and Expenditure attached to this 
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Beport, that the amount received for Annual Sub- 
scriptions was j6764. 14s. 6d., and the Donations 
amouhted to £2,588. 9s. 8d., the total Beceipts being 
£4,831. Os. 2d. The Donations in the previous year 
were £8,276. 3s. lOd. ; but this excess is more than 
accounted for by the Legacies being £1,133, in that 
whilst they were only £440 in the past year,^ tbe con- 
' tribution from the Hospital Sunday Fund was also 
£266. 2s. less than in 1873. 

The Committee, whilst they desire to express their 
cordial and grateful thanks to every Donor to the 
Hospital, have especially to acknowledge the receipt 
of £21 from the Be v. J. T. Hales Tooke, £200 from 
the Baroness Meyer de Bothschild (in memory of 
the late Baron Meyer de Bothschild), £50 from the 
Bight Honourable Lord Colville, £117. 4s. 8d. from 
the Metropolitan Hospital Sunday Fund, £21 from 
Mrs. Knowles, £25 from the Bev. H. H. Hughes, and 
£20 per Coutts & Co. from W. W. W. A Donation 
of £1,000 was also received from T. B. C, being the 
sixth year that the Hospital has received this amount 
from his unbounded and munificent liberality. If, 
as seems to be universally acknowledged, this kind 
Benefactor of — as it is assumed — so many Charities 
has passed away, the Hospital has indeed lost a 
friend whose vast bounty and extreme generosity 
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have saved It in each successiye year from having to 
draw upon the small invested capital that has accrued 
in the seventy years of its existence. Since the close 
of the financial year ended 81st December, 1874, the 
Committee have received £47. 2s. 8d., being the 
contribution awarded to this Hospital by the Distribu- 
tion Committee of the Saturday Hospital Collection, 
and £21 from the Worshipful Company of Leather- 
sellers, which are also hereby gratefully acknowledged. 

The Legacies received during the year have been 
£300 by the late Maby Gray Eatray, £100 (less 
legacy duty) by the late Eev. E. F. Beynon, and £50 
by the late Peter Gold ; the Executors in each case 
have been elected Honorary Life Governors of the 
Hospital, and. are Edwin BEDFoiRD, Esq., Charles 
Jellicoe, Esq., The Eeverend William Albemarle 
Bertie Cator, Edmund Lloyd Birkett, Esq., M.D., 
and Peter Gold, Esq. 

The expenditure during the twelve months ended 
81st December, 1874, has been somewhat in excess 
of that in the previous year, and amounts to 
£4,525. 5s. 2d., an increase on that of 1873 of 
£462. 14s. 

The principal cause thereof is an outlay for 
repairs, including the cleaning and repainting both 
of the interior and exterior parts of the Building. 
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Housekeeping and the various items of maintenance 
show also an increase, consequent on the larger 
number of In-Patients that have been resident in 
the Hospital, and also from a ^rather more liberal 
supply of things deemed necessary for the speedy and 
effectual recovery of certain Patients by the Medical 
Staff. 

The Medical Eeport of the Hospital exhibits in 
detail the great amount of work that has been done, 
and, as before stated, the large increase in the 
number of both In and Out-Patients, the former being 
1,876, the latter 21,053, and the total attendances 
reaching the great number of 98,385. 

The Committee, on their part and on' behalf, they 
would add, of the whole of the Governors of the Insti- 
tution, desire to express their cordial sense of the 
obligation they are under to the members of the 
Medical Staff for the unremitting attention, the great 
care, and the unrivalled skill they have bestowed upon 
the suffering poor placed under their charge at the 
Hospital. They earnestly thank them for their kind, 
assiduous, and diligent exertions. 

Mr. T. C. Morgan having received an appointment 
as Surgeon to the Eye Infirmary at Manchester, was 
compelled to resign his appointment as Curator to 
the Hospital, and has been succeeded by Dr. Brailey, 
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under whose diligent and enterprising auspices it is 
hoped that the Scientific Department of the Hospital 
will retain its reputation. 

In conclusion, the Committee have the pleasure to 
tender their grateful thanks to their kind supporters 
for the aid afforded them during the past year, and 
they would impress upon all the friends of the 
Hospital the necessity there is for that support in the 
future. They ask them to extend to others the know- 
ledge of the good the Hospital has done and is doing, 
so that new friends may become interested in its work. 
The necessity exists, the sufferers are many, and 
the cost on the average for each Patient is about 8s. 
per head. It should also be remembered that nine- 
tenths of those admitted are either restored to sight 
or materially relieved, some of whom are young children 
who would grow up blind, and be an incumbrance to 
their parents and themselves, and probably a tax on 
the community at large ; whilst others are parents 
with no alternative but restored sight or destitution 
and the workhouse. The Committee, then, confidently 
appeal for help on behalf of those who are sorely 
afflicted, and ask in the name of Him who said — 
" Eeceive thy sight ;" — so that they may be able to 
continue that aid to the poor that either restores or 
preserves their sight.

NAME. 

The Koyal London Ophthalmic Hospital shall be Name and 
open daily for the relief of the Poor, of every country, and ^"'^° 
denomination, suffering from disease or injury of the Eye.

Every applicant, behig poor, shall have gratuitous advice Objeou. 
and a supply of medicine as an Out-Patient. Tn-Patients 
to be admitted by Governors' tickets, or at the discretion 
of the Medical Officer in attendance, regard being had to 
the extent of accommodation afforded by the Hospital.

MANAGEMENT.

The Hospital shall be under the management of a Com- Manag«- 
mittee, consisting of twenty-four Governors, to be ap- 
pointed at the Annual Meeting ; aiid the President, the 
Vice-Presidentp, Treasurer, and Trustees* shall be, ex officio, 
members of the Committee.
